Washington, Nov. 2— Admiral Dewey 
haa fordwarded to the navy depart- 
ment A qiaoiorandum on mineral re- 
loareea of tho Phlllpplnea prepared at 
the admiral's request by Professor 
George F. Becker of the United States 
geological survey. 

Professor Becker made considerable 
reaaarehaa and consulted all tho avail- 
able authorities. Only about a score 
of the several hundred islands, be sayu, 
are known to contain deposits of val- 
uable mlnerala. He includca a table 
showing tho mineral bearing lalanda 
and their resources. This table follows: 

Luzon: Coal, cold, copper, lead. 
Iron, sulphur, marble, kaolin. Cataan- 
duanes-Sibuyan, Dohol and Panaoan, 
gold only. MarlmduQue, lead and ail- 
ver. Mindoro. coal, gold and copper. 
Carraray, Batan, Rapu, Rhau, Semar- 
ara, Negros. coal. Masbete, coal and 
copper. Romblon, marble. Samar, 
coal and gold. Panay, coal, oU, gas, 
gold, copper, iron and perhapa mer- 
eury. Coba. coal, oil, gas, gold, lead, 
silver and Iron. MInanao. coal, gold, 
copper and platinum. Sulu archipel- 
ago, pearls. 

Of the coal. Mr. Becker aays that 
It la analagooa to tho Japanese coal 
and that of Wa.shington, but not to that 
of the Welsh or Pennsylvania coals. 
It might be better characterized as a 
highly carbonised lignite, likely to 
oontaln mneh stiphnr as Iron pyrltas, 
rendering them apt to spontaneous 
combustion and injurious to boiler 
plates. Nevertheless he says when 
pyriteous seams are avoided and the 
lignite la properly haadlad, It foms a 
valuaUe fuel. aapadaUir for leotl oon- 
sumptlon.

CnATTAKoooA, Tuw., Oct 31.— 'A sen 
satiooal episode occurred Isst night be- 
fore the War Investigation Commission, 
which was not reported in the press die 
patohes. Rev. Marion Ham, of this city, 
pastor of the ['niiariau Church, a writer 
in a number of well-known magazines of 
considerable reputation, and a Republican 
in politico, had l)een asked to appear he- 
fore the commission. Mr. Ham had been 
a frequent visitor at tbe park, and was 
acquainted with many of the abuses that 
existed there from his personal knowl- 
edge. 

Last night he appeared before the 
board, only General Dodge, General Sex* 
ton and Dr. Conner being present. 

Mr. Ham was asked by Dr. Conner 
what he knew, and then be proceeded to 
sell of the Nunns case, in which lie i=ai(l: 
Nunns, a private of the Ninth Xt-w 
York, had laid in a hospital tent over l'4 
hours after death, perfectly nude. The 
body had been opened, and when I saw 
i it was fly blown, and the maggots were 
teeming in the ears, under the arms, out 
of the eyes and other points of the body." 

At thia point Dr. Couuer, who has been 
conducting the examinations, seemed to 
get in a rage, and immediately, it is 
charged, launched into a tirade against 
Chattanooga people in general and tlie 
ministers of tbe city in partioolar. He 
aooased tbe ministers of Chattanooga of 
gross neglect of duty when they failed to 
call mass meetlaga "fdr the purpose of 
preventing crime, making tlie statement 
that Chattanooga people had Imported 
thon^and.'j of wicked women to debauch 
and kill the soldiers. 
This aroused Mr. Ham, and be said : 
"Dr. Conner, I was led to believe that 
you were here to investigate the abuses 
at Cbiokamanga, and not to investigate 
and pronounce judgment on the people 
or ministers of Chattanooga, or to tell 
them what is their duty. I refuse to 
hear them slandered. I have somo im- 
portant testimony bearing on your in- 
quiry, things I saw with my own eyes, 
and to which 1 am willing to be qualified. 
If you want that evidence I am i«ady to 
give it, but I shall not sit here to hear 
ttie people of our city unwarrantably 
abused. If you are not hei« to white- 
wash certain things that trauppired at 
Gbickamauga you are going beyond your 
authority and the poope of your inquiry 
in your villificatiou of oar people." 

This salty rejoinder on the part of the 
minister only made matters worse, and' 
the doctor started in on fresh pbillipic 
on Obattaaooga people, and ministers, 
when Mr. Ham aroae and left. Before

If each bill prodaces 
an average of one good ear, or two small 
ears, weighing twelve ounces of oorn and 
cob, the yield of that acre will be thirty- 
fonr bushels, or a little more than the 
average yield of com for the past fifteen 
years. If each hill prodaces a single 
nubbin weighing eight ounces of corn 
and oob the yield will be two-thirds, or 
67 per cent, of our average. So when we 
use the descriptive terms, "half a crop" 
or "two-thirds of a crop," we should be 
careful to explain a little more clearly 
what we mean by a full crop or aa aver 
aft.— Revifw Iov|,CI!ii||^p Service.
